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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 61-76, 78 and 80-88 are currently pending in the application. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

3. Claims 62, 63, 70 and 80-87 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being 
anticipated by Windhab et al. (WO 98/07026). This rejection was upheld in the previous 
Office Action (mailed 7/13/2005) and remains in effect. Please see Response to 
Arguments below. 

Response to Arguments 

4. The Declaration filed on 1/10/2006 under 37 CFR 1 .131 has been considered but 
is ineffective to overcome the Windhab reference. The Declaration is ineffective 
because it is improper. It is improper for two reasons: (1) The Declaration was made 
by less than all of the inventors. This is only acceptable if it is shown that the one 
inventor in the filing is the sole inventor of the claim or claims under rejection. The 
Examiner notes that in paragraphs 3 and 4 of the Declaration, the named Inventor Guan 
states they were sole inventor of some of the claimed subject matter of the rejected 
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claims and that other employees were involved in the reduction of the Invention to 
practice; and (2) The submitted evidence does not contain all of the features of the 
rejected claims. See MPEP 715 and 715.04. Since the Declaration is ineffective, the 
Windhab reference is still available as prior art against the rejected claims. Therefore, 
claims 62, 63, 70 and 79-87 remain rejected. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claim 61 is allowed. 

6. Claims 64-69, 71-76, 78 and 88 objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. These claims contain 
alternative language that makes them dependent upon claims 61 or 62 or 63 in some 
form. The claims which include these limitations would be allowable if the alternative 
language was removed since claim 61 is allowable.
